Reason for Allowance 

2. For claim 1 and similarly claim 81 and 82, the closest prior art Muir et al, "OAM&P for 
EFM" discloses taking a OAM&P feature set from VDSL, SONET and supporting one common 
set, where a limited feature set of OAM&P is implemented. The second closest prior art 
Bechtelsheim et al ( US 7,606,886) discloses where a OAM&P capability is implemented, where 
SONET / SDH protocol is eliminated. However, the prior art does not teach by either 
anticipation or combination the following: 

For claim 1 and similarly 81 and 82 , "wherein the Ethernet MAC hardware device is 
configurable to provide Ethernet OAMP functionality for the Ethernet Wave layer, Physical 
layer, Line layer, Section layer, and Path layer in such a way that full SDH/SONET protocol 
OAMP functionality can be implemented on the Ethernet protocol network." 

Conclusion 
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3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Bechtolsheim et al (US 7,606,886) to teach OAM&P in an Ethernet network.
